Always  plant  Peonies  in  the  fall,  for  the  roots  are  then  in  prime  condition.  They  grow  well  in  any  good  garden  soil.  Care 
should  be  taken  to  keep  manure  a  few  inches  away  from  the  crowns  of  the  plants,  except  the  first  winter,  when  a  coarse  mulch 
an  inch  or  more  deep  may  be  placed  directly  over  the  plants  to  prevent  the  frost  from  heaving  them.

Set  roots  2 
feet  or  more  apart  and  cover  top  eyes  not  more  than  2  to  3  inches;  deep  planting  often  results  in  blind  growth.
